Conference Here 


C reation of a Palm Springs 
W inter Park authority is provid­ 
ed in a m easure to be introduced 
in the state legislature this week 
by 
Assemblyman 
Nelson 
Dil- 
w orth of Hemet, according to 
John R. E. Chaffey, secretary of 
the Cham ber of Commerce, who 
w ith other- interested Villagers, 
has been putting in m any hours 
daily the past few weeks, sm ooth­ 
ing out final details . 
Complete agreem ent of civic 
leaders on 
both 
sides of 
the 
m ountains w as reached at a six- 
hour m eeting here Sunday even­ 
ing and the last obstacle to intro­ 
duction of the m easure removed. 


AGREEMENT REACHED 


M eeting w ith Palm Springs cit­ 
izens at this m eeting w ere Homer 
King, 
Hem et 
publisher. 
H arry 
Wells, Hemet* banker, Ed Poor- 
m an. president of the San Jacinto 
C ham ber of Commerce and G reg­ 
ory Estgate. 
C om plete 
a g r e e m e n t 
was 
reached on all points of contro­ 
versy in the proposed legislation 
and all parties united in urging 
A ssem blym an D ilw orth to intro­ 
duce the Tram w ay m easure at 
once and to work for its passage. 
“T hat six-hour m eeting opened 
the doors for legislation of tre ­ 
m endous interest to the tourist 
business of southern California 
Mr. Chaffey said. 


CREATES AUTHORITY 


T he new bill, w ith the agreed 
changes, w ill perm it creation of 
a corporate entity to be know n 
as the Palm Springs W inter P ark 
A uthority. It will enable this au ­ 
thority, a fte r the w ar, to m ake 
agreem ents w ith the state park 
commission and the federal gov­ 
ernm ent for construction of the 
aerial tram w ay over public lands 
and to provide recreational facil­ 
ities in the w ilderness area and 
state park. 
The proposed legislation in no 
w ay 
perm its 
anything 
w hich 
w ould violate the spirit of the 
w ilderness area other than m ak­ 
ing it accessible by the aerial 
tram w ay. No authority is provid­ 
ed for highw ays or hotels to m ar 
the natural beauty of the area. 


BY FIVE-MAN BOARD 


T he A uthority w ill be govern­ 
m ent by a five-m an board, one of 
them the state director of natural 
resources, another th e state park 
commission chairm an, a third to 
be named by county supervisors 
and the o ther two to be appointed 
by the Palm Springs city council. 
The proposed aerial tram w ay 
w ould start a t the 2700-foot level 
in * Chino canyon and rise 6000 
feet to the 8700 level in the 
m ountain area in a distance of 
tw o and one-quarter miles. 
It would be the longest passen­ 
ger-carrying aerial tram w ay in 
the world and would be one of 
the most spectacular rides in the 
world.

Ban Placed 
On Washing 
Sidewalks 


City Acts After 


Many Protests 


Are Handed In 


Because of many 
complaints 
from Villagers and guests, filed 
w ith the departm ent of public 
works, sidew alk washing will end 
in 
Palm 
Springs 
w ithin 
five 
weeks. An ordinance prohibiting 
the use of w ater “under pres­ 
sure” to w ash off sidewalks and 
streets was given first reading by 
city council at its m eeting last 
W ednesday night. 
Ray Sorum , director of public 
works, said that the measure was 
the result first, of the many pro­ 
tests from pedestrians that they 
w ere being given “show er baths” 
by 
careless 
sidewalk 
washers; 
second, 
because of th e debris 
w ashed into the gutters after the 
city street cleaners had been by, 
nullifying th eir work, and third, 
because the constant pool of w a­ 
ter which gathered in low spots, 
preventing pavement repair and 
construction of adequate drains 
at the south end of the city. 


EFFECTIVE IN MAY 


The m easure will be presented 
council for passage at its meeting 
next W ednesday and will be ef­ 
fective 30 days from th at date. 
A fter th at, sidewalks must be 
sw ept w ith a broom. 
“But th ere is nothing in the 
new law which will prevent us­ 
ing a mop on the w alks,” said 
Mr. Sorum. 
Flushing off of sidewalks up 
and down Palm Canyon drive 
each m orning sent a torrent down 
the gutters which gathered at a 
low spot a t Arenas road and then 
ran east to Indian avenue. It re­ 
sulted in a constant lake at the 
corner of Arenas road and Palm 
Canyon drive which health au­ 
thorities term ed a menace. 


HAMPER REPAIRS 


The flushing operations start 
after the street sweepers have 
done their work and the piled-up 
debris is scattered 
and 
swept 
down the drive by th e water. 
The pavem ent, being constant­ 
ly wet, cannot be repaired and 
attem pts to improve drainage fa­ 
cilities at the south end of the 
city have been thw arted because 
of the pond formed each m orn­ 
ing. 


NO TRASH IN GUTTERS 


The new law will also prevent 
w ashing automobiles in such a 
m anner th at the w aste w ater is 
allowed to run into the gutters. 
It also prohibits sweeping trash 
into the gutters. 
In this connection, Mr. Sorum 
called 
attention to an existing 
city law which prohibits dum p­ 
ing of rubbish in the streets not 
only in th e business, but also 
in residential districts.

Credit Curbs Hit 


By L. A. Wholesaler 


Trade Board Head 


Proposed legislation by which 
certain industries would be sub­ 
jected to restrictions in the grant­ 
ing of credit would seriously af­ 
fect many firm s and individuals 
in business today whose initial 
success can be traced to the cred­ 
it wisely extended and carefully 
used by them. 
“It is my understanding,” de­ 
clared A. D. Johnson, secretary- 
manager of the Los Angeles 
Wholesalers Board of Trade, 
“that legislation is being pro­ 
posed to curtail or impose credit 
restrictions on certain industries 
and, further, to the extent of 
eliminating entirely the granting 
of credit—all of this camouflaged 


under an act to aid the war ef­ 
fort. 
TREMENDOUS FACTOR 
“Reasonable credit restrictions 
have been imposed—but on all 
credit grantors. Should any one 
class be selected for special re­ 
strictions? Where will this aid 
the w ar effort? Credit has been 
a tremendous factor in the war 
effort, as evidenced by our lend- 
lease agreements. 
"It will, also, be one of the 
main factors in after-the-war re­ 
habilitation. Is it not, therefore, 
our duty to foster the continua­ 
tion of credit? 
“Many firms and individuals 
in business today can trace their 
success to the credit wisely ex­ 
tended and carefully used. Their 
initial cash investm ent was in­ 
sufficient and they would never 
have opened their doors without 
th e merchandise shipped on 
credit. 
CAUSE OF GROWTH 
‘For the past 18 years I have 


been in a position to observe the 
results of the use and abuse of 
credit. The theory of credit is as 
old as man; however, its com­ 
mercial application is compara­ 
tively young. The rapid growth 
of our nation can be attributed 
in part to the proper use of credit. 
“With reference to the present 
conflict, the only nation allied 
with the Axis who is respected 
by the Allies is Finland. Why? 
Up to the time they were forced 
by circumstances to fight on the 
side of the Axis, they respected 
their credit obligations. 
WORK OF BUREAU 
“In our work as an adjustment 
bureau, we endeavor to foster the 
relationship between debtor and 
creditor—to bring about the pay­ 
ment of all accounts owing and 
to preserve the business for the 
mutual benefit of debtor and 
creditor. This can only be accom­ 
plished when the debtor has a 
true conception of his obligation 
in seeking and obtaining credit. 
"On the other hand, the busi­ 


ness liquidated by the adjust­ 
ment bureau can, in the majority, 
be attributed to the abuse of 
credit. Too often one considers 
the sole abuse of credit to be a 
misrepresentation of the financial 
set-up. This is untrue. 


A L L P A Y P A R T 
“Credit is based on capital, ca­ 
pacity and character; and the 
abuse of any one is relatively im­ 
portant. I have seen many indi­ 
viduals pull themselves out of a 
bad hole through the abundance 
of capacity and character over­ 
balancing the last of sufficient 
capital. 
“What is meant by safeguard­ 
ing capacity? You have a certain 
amount of capacity to manage 
the business you are undertak­ 
ing. Use it wisely and well. Keep 
or have kept proper records. 
Learn to read these records and 
apply the knowledge gained in 
the conduct of your business.”

tious objector available for non­ 
com batant m ilitary service; 1-C, 
M ember of land or naval forces of 
the U nited States. 
II-A, Man necessary in his es­ 
sential 
civilian 
activity; 
II-B, 
Man necessary to the w ar pro­ 
duction program ; II-C, M an de­ 
ferred by reason of his agricul­ 
tural occupation or endeavor. 
III-A, M an w ith child or chil­ 
dren deferred by reason of m ain­ 
taining bona fide fam ily relation­ 
ship; III-C, Man w ith dependents 
who is regularly engaged in ag­ 
ricultural occupation or endea­ 
vor; III-D, Man deferred because 
induction would cause extrem e 
hardship and privation to a wife, 
child, or parent w ith whom he 
m aintains a bona fide family re­ 
lationship. 
IV-A, Man 45 years old, or over, 
who is deferred by reason of age; 
IV-B, Official deferred by law; 
IV-C, N eutral aliens requesting 
relief from liability for training 
and service, and aliens not ac­ 
ceptable to the arm ed forces. 
IV-D, M inister of religion or di­ 
vinity student; IV-F, Physically, 
m entally or morally unfit; IV-H, 
Men 38 to 45 now deferred be­ 
cause their age group is not be­ 
ing accepted for m ilitary service. 
(This group is being reclassified 
in case of eventual call.)

Growing Scarcer 


Lack of sufficient skilled me­ 
chanics is one of the serious war 
time conditions which stands as a 
threat to the continued opera­ 
tion of many autompbiles. 
This is the substance of a state­ 
ment just made by John Erick­ 
son, district manager for the mar­ 
keters of Mobil petroleum and 
automotive products. 
"Lack of skilled mechanics is 
really very serious,'’ said the dis­ 
trict manager. “In one metropol­ 
itan area of the Pacific Coast, 
1,200 mechanics were working on 
automobiles a year ago. Now, 
only about 500 of them are still 
available for car repair work. 
This number is fast diminishing 
as more mechanics are recalled 
into war production, or into ser­ 
vice with our fighting forces. 
“This shortage of skilled labor 
often spells long delay in getting 
a car repaired. It means that if 
cars are neglected and parts fail, 
many motorists w^ll walk for ex­ 
tended periods while waiting for 
the indefinite, future time when 
their machines will be repaired 
and again ready for use. 
"In addition to the shortage of 
skilled repair men, we motorists 
are faced with another serious sit­ 
uation. This is the fast dimin­ 
ishing stockpile of automotive 
parts. Even now it is difficult 
to find many of the parts needed 
for replacements without comb­ 
ing wrecking yards, or having 
such parts specially made to or­ 
der, when and if machine shops 
can do the work. 
“I do not wish to be an alarm­ 
ist. But it seems only right that 
motorists should be warned. By 
taking heed of such warnings we 
will take better care of our ma­ 
chines. 
“Engineers tell us that cars 
will ordinarily 
last for 
many 
years 
without 
parts failures— 
when they are lubricated proper­ 
ly and regularly, when w e use 
the right grade and weight of 
oil and 
change 
it frequently, 
when we keep wheel bearings 
properly packed, when we keep 
air and oil filters and cooling 
systems clean, when we keep 
various parts properly adjusted.

Press trained a staff of young 
men in communications centers in 
London, Washington, New York 
and San Francisco, and placed 
them in strategic positions before 
Hitler’s first move. United Press 
now has a young veteran staff, 
many of whom have been cited 
for bravery. They observe the 
rule of no weapons even though 
they are in the thick of fighting 
along with our armed forces. 


Ned Russell, a U. P. corres­ 
pondent from Los Angeles, was 
getting material organized be­ 
hind our lines in Africa when he 
suddenly found himself behind 
German lines. By quick thinking 
he was able to get through to our 
lines.

Now, however, the tendency to 
oil dilution resulting in possible 
harm to vital car parts ,is more 
acute. 
“This is because of short trips. 


low er speeds, and lower engine 
tem peratures. In fact the tem per­ 
atures are not raised sufficiently 
to drive ¿the m oisture and raw 
gasoline off as 
vapor. 
Conse­ 
quently they rem ain in the crank­ 
case, causing prem ature oil dilu­ 
tion. This can be offset only by 
m ore frequent replacem ents of 
engine oil. 
“The m oisture referred to is 
one of the by-products of the 
com bustion and 
gets into the 
crankcase by blowing by the pis­ 
ton rings. This condition occurs 
norm ally in any engine, but ab­ 
norm ally in an engine w ith worn 
o r loose piston rings. The mois­ 
ture, w hen mixed w ith the lubri­ 
cating oils, forms harm ful sludge. 
Hence, w e recommend that, for 
safety, a m otorist should change 
oil every one thousand miles or 
a t least every sixty days.”

Fishermen will have the opportunity to get in some fishing be­ 
fore the fire-closure regulations become effective this year in the 
San Bernardino National forest, according to DeWitt Nelson, super­ 
visor of the forest, who announced last week that the forest, which 
includes the timberlands north of Banning, will again this year be 
affected by the regulations.

Mr. Nelson explained that once 
the closure order is invoked, 
stream fishing will be banned and 
only lakes in the San Bernardino 
mountain area will be open to an­ 
glers. 
Under the wartim e fire-closure 
rules, adopted last year for the 
first time, all forest sections ex­ 
cept the major highways and 
those immediately adjacent to de­ 
veloped recreational and resort 
areas will be closed to the public. 
Roughly, the only sections open 
to the public after the closure ban 
goes into effect are the following: 
Crestline, Lake Arrowhead, Run­ 
ning Springs park, Green valley, 
Big Bear lake, Barton flats, San 
Gorgonio primitive area, Lytle 
Creek canyon resort area and Mill 
Creek canyon resort area. 
Motorists will be permitted to 
drive along major highways 
which will not be closed areas,
